'1 he threat K\ry is situated precisely upon 
a point in this piettuesque chain, the Blue 
Rida , which i> outlined on the western side 
oi North Carolina. Its rounded form can 
be seen distinctly as one leaves the little 
ni.ul.it town of Mnrgantnn, built on the banks 
of the Mu aw ha mer, and better still fn-m the 
■village oi .Mount Pleasant, which is a few miles 
in arer.

'liar tli-e mountains should be so named 
1 i v ; -e of their outline, which assumes a blue 
ti: t ir certain atme-pheiic condition*., is per- 
il. tie natural and obvious, But does the 
repo t mutton of the Great Eery a- an aerie 
naan that bud* of prey- - 1 aides, cultures, or 
em.dt r*, actually have their refuge there? Is 
il a habitat particularly chosen by the large 
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internal ciu ?*»’,? Wa* there any reason fur 
ha?;r j m :o- p ; . vn.Jj all tsu v-ana* of

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Nevertheless, a thorough survey of thu Great 
Kvry was now imperative. In the interestK 
«f the whole region if was nwrw ary to know 
whether or not it contained a crater, and 
whether a vok a:iic eruption threatened this 
w extern district * >( Carolina. So it w m decided 
that an attempt should he made to reach it 
and to ascertain the cause of the phenomena 
that had been observed. 

Now before this attempt, the serious diffi- 
culties attending which were vpnte under- 
stood, one opportunity presented itself, which 
would undoubtedly permit a survey of the 
interior disposition of the Great liyry to be 
made without the necessity of making an 
ascent »•» it. 

In the fir-4 U w days of September in this 
year an .nr balloon, manned by the aeronaut 
WsHu *, was to start tV-m Morganton.

Then, when he 
commanded it by some hundreds M feet, 
Wilke** won!*-! evamine it through a powerful 
an. I would take observations! of its 
depths; he would ascertain if the memtl* of 
a vokano epened within its lofty rocks, Thai 
was the main quentinn. That once decided 
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that another should be made when condition* 
were better, As a matter of fact, more noise* 
were heard, accompanied by smoky va pour* 
and by wav t ring lights. width were nflaii'd 
by the clouds. So it will be understood that 
the general uneasiness could not be* allayed and 
that the country rented under the threatened 
terror of volcanic phenomena. 

In the first few day* of April of that year 
the apprehensions* which had been more or 
U '!•« vaytte hitherto, had serious reasons for 
developing into panic.

Our ascent of the mountain was to begin at 
davbrw<k the following day. The Great Lvry 
is* not more than eighteen hundred feet tn 
t.a-tst. no great altitude, and the average tn 
this range H‘ the Alleghenies. We wvre free 
to as.- mne, therefore, that the strain would 
not be txixs,ive. A few hours ought to be 
enough to bring us to the top ridge*. o t it 
great "mass, It was true there might perhaps 
be difficulties on the way, precipices to clear, 
or obnaues to surmount with danger and 
great ttfort. That was the yet unknown, the 
hazard of our venture. As I have said, the 
guides could give ns no information on this 
head. What tnuMtd me was that in the 
neighbourhood the interior of the Great Ityry 
had the name of being inaccessible.
